Biekfoni,, a 
former lover of Mrs. Smith, which vv.crc 
discovered among the papers in Smith's 
room. 


Mrs. Smith, whose maiden name was 


Fmma Taylor, came from New Orleans. 
In Cleveland she met Bickford, fell in 
love with him, and became engaged. Be- 
fore the 
marriage was consummated 


Smith came upon the scene, and induced 
Miss Taylor to elope with him to Buffalo. 
They came to Chicago. 
It would appear 


from Bickford's letter, that he followed 
the couple here and has haunted Mrs. 
Smith more or less ever since his arrival 
in this city. The testimony of the people 
with whom the couple have lived tends to 
strengthen the belief that Mrs. Smith was 
very frivolous, and her husband was de- 
cidedly jealous.

open window. 


Tluib many of our best young men 


are deterred from entering a profession 
which affords tremendous advantage- 
to the skillful and ingenious, simply be- 
cause of the social drawbacks that sucl 
a choice of occupation involves. It may 
be said that the night-work necesfit.itet! 
and the personal danger attendant en 
a diligent prosecution of this industry 
has much to do with its neglect. It is 
held, for instance, that the law afford1 
equal—and somewhat similsr—oppor- 
tunities, and that the law is a profession 
that can bo followed by daylight, ana 
that the risk of encountering stray par- 
ticles of lead is not so great as in the 
kindred pursuit of burglary.
